First  issue  January  1st,  1807, 
size  16  x 10  inches,  four  pages,  3 columns  to  page,  set  in  big 
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German  type.  Subscription  price,  $1.00  per  year.  It  was 
published  from  1807  to  1809  by  Jacob  Schnee.  A Weekly. 

2.  “Der  Libanoner  Morgenstern.”  First  issue  Dec.  7,  1808. 
Published  by  Jacob  Stoever.  It  displaced  Schnee’s  paper.  It 
was  issued  with  occasional  interruptions  until  1837  by  Stoever, 
when  Samuel  Miller  purchased  it,  who  continued  its  publication 
but  a short  time  longer,  when  it  again  came  into  the  hands  of 
the  original  proprietor,  who,  in  1851,  incorporated  it  with  “The 
Lebanon  Advertiser,”  A Weekly.  Motto:  “Die  freve  Mitt- 
heilung  der  Gedanken  und  Meinungen  ist  eins  der  Schatzbar- 
sten  Rechten  der  Menchheit.” 

3.  “Der  Unpartheyische  Berichter.”  Begun  in  1816  by 
Joseph  Hartman.  A Weekly.  Motto:  “Wir  sind  alle  Re- 
publicaner,  wir  sind  alle  Federalisten.”  It  was  issued  con- 
tinuously by  Hartman  till  1826,  when  he  changed  its  name  to : 

4.  “Pennsylvanische  Bcobachter,”  continuing  the  volumes 
consecutively.  It  was  a sheet  of  four  pages,  18  x 11  inches. 
This  name  gave  place  again  to  the  original  “Der  Libation  Mor- 
genstern’’ in  1828,  and  the  proprietorship  changed  back  to- 
Jacob  Stoever,  who  continued  it  under  this  title,  as  above 
stated,  to  1837.  It  now  changed  to: 

5.  “Wahrer  Demokrat,”  which  ran  along  regularly  under 
this  title  for  many  years,  but  under  different  publishers.  In 
1852  Joseph  Hartman  issued  it;  in  1864  John  Sowers  and 
Lewis  Zeitter ; in  1865  John  Sowers.  The  last  publisher  was 
the  Philadelphia  house,  which  also  issued  the  “Philadelphia 
Democrat.”  Now  discontinued. 

6.  “Der  Libation  Demokrat ’’  was  established  in  1827,  bv 
John  and  Joseph  Miller,  as  an  Anti-Masonic  paper.  It  ran 
several  years,  when  John  Young  & Co.,  purchased  it  and 
changed  its  name  to : 

7.  “Der  Pennsylvanier.”  Lender  this  title  it  has  been  con- 
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tinuously  published  to  the  present  day.  Its  present  proprietor 
is  Mr.  Frank  F.  Houck. 

8.  '‘The  Lebanon  Cowin'”  was  the  first  English  Newspaper 
of  Lebanon  County,  established  by  Mr.  George  Hanke,  in 
October,  1819,  and  issued  under  this  title  but  a short  time. 

9.  “ The  Lebanon  Comity  Republican”  succeeded  it  in  Janu- 
ary, 1834,  published  by  Jacob  Umstead.  It  was  bought  by 
Joseph  Gleim  in  January,  1836,  and  now  reissued  as  The 
Lebanon  Courier.  It  was  a sheet  24  x 30  inches  with  five 
wide  columns  to  the  page.  In  1840  it  was  sold  to  Geo.  R. 
Frysinger,  who  in  1844  sold  it  to  Hiram  Brower  and  T.  T. 
Worth,  whose  names  appear  first  as  publishers  on  Christmas 
Day,  1844.  Under  various  proprietors,  but  longest  under  the 
ownership  of  Worth  and  Reinoehl,  it  has  continued  the  best 
known  English  weekly  to  within  a year,  when  it  was  pur- 
chased by  the  Report  Publishing  Co.  and  was  merged  with 
their  semi-weekly  Report. 

10.  “The  Lebanon  Advertiser ” was  founded  as  an  English 
Democratic  Weekly  by  Win.  M.  Breslin,  July  4,  1849.  He 
-continued  as  editor  and  publisher  until  April  1,  1891,  when 
Prof.  W.  J.  Burnside  took  charge  of  it  and  published  it  until 
1899,  when  he  died  and  the  entire  establishment  was  sold  to 
Mr.  Abraham  Stoufifer,  of  Palmyra,  Pa.  Mr.  Breslin  also 
published : 

11.  “The  Daily  Advertiser”  from  July  1,  1884  to  July  11, 

1885. 

12.  “The  Boy  of  ’76.”  A “Know  Nothing"  Weekly  issued 
by  P.  H.  Reinhard  from  1855-1856. 

13.  “The  Lebanon  Valley  Times,”  for  part  of  a year  in  1857, 
was  issued  bv  John  W.  Ensminger,  a Manheim  printer  in 
Lebanon.  Then  discontinued  forever. 


14-  “The  Lebanon  Valley  Standard;'  was  started  by  C.  M~ 
Bowrnan  in  1871.  In  connection  with  this  sheet,  in  1874,  were 
issued  (largely  reprints)  for  two  years  the  following  Lebanon 
Co. — town  local  1 weeklies : 

a — "The  Jonestown  Journal.’’ 
b — "The  Annville  Record.” 
c — “The  Myerstown  Gazette.” 
d — "The  Palmyra  Register." 
c — "The  Schaefferstown  Herald.” 
f — “The  Fredericksburg  Times.” 
g — "The  Newmanstown  and  Sheridan  Star.” 
h — "The  Mount  Zion  Bulletin.” 

7 — “The  Stouchburg  Enterprise”  and 
j — “The  Richland  Advocate.” 

The  Lebanon  Valley  Standard  was  changed  on  the  4th  of 
February,  1876,  into  a daily  by  its  proprietor  and  issued  as 
the  first  morning  daily  under  the  title : 

15.  “The  Lebanon  Daily  Times.”  It  has  been  regularly 
issued  to  this  day. 

16.  “The  News”  was  the  first  daily  paper  of  Lebanon  issued 
ever  since  its  establishment,  in  1872,  by  the  Smith  Bros.  Rein- 
hard  and  Sharp,  in  1876  (?)  bought  out  the  original  pro- 
prietors, who  in  1892  were  bought  out  by  Schropp,  Light  and 
Schropp,  the  present  proprietors,  who  since  1894  have  also 
issued  “ The  Semi-Weekly  News.” 

Another  daily, 

17.  “ The  Lebanon  Daily  Argus " begun  on  February  20, 
1873,  by  Sharp  and  Ritcher,  survived  but  two  weeks. 

18.  “The  Lebanon  County  Independent”  was  born  May  11, 
1882,  with  Joseph  H.  Light  as  proprietor  and  editor.  It  lived 
two  years.  But  the  same  proprietor  ventured  again  in  1887 
and  launched : 
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ig.  “ The  Lebanon  Free  Press,"  which  lived  less  than  a year. 

20.  “ The  Lebanon  Review,”  (a  weekly)  was  issued  from  the 
office  of  “Der  Wahrer  Demokrat”  for  a while  after  1888,  but 
with  others  died  in  1899,  then  in  the  hands  of  a Philadelphia 
publishing  house. 

21.  “The  Daily  Report ” was  born  on  November  1,  1890,  as 
an  evening  paper  and  has  flourished  to  the  present  day.  issued 
by  the  Report  Publishing  Co.,  Limited.  It  issued  also  a weekly 
edition,  since  August  1,  1891,  which  became  semi-weekly  on 
February  14,  1894,  with  which  is  now  merged  the  Lebanon 
Courier. 

22.  “The  Iron  City  Morning  Postman”  was  first  issued  on 
August  31,  1891,  with  Dr.  S.  T.Linea weaver  as  editor  and  died 
on  November  10,  1891. 

23.  “The  Star,”  a semi-weekly  issued  since  June  17,  1862,  by 
Weigley  & Co.,  became  a weekly  in  May,  1900,  under  the  title 
'“The  Star-Advertiser.” 


24.  “The  Londonderry  Gazette,”  first  issued  at  Palmyra  by 
John  M.  Hoffa  on  December  28,  1878.  It  was  in  turn  suc- 
'ceeded  in  1889  by  removal  to  Annville,  by: 

25.  “The  Standard,”  Stuckey  and  Detweiler. 

26.  “The  Herald,"  October,  1895,  by  Dr.  M.  B.  Fritz. 

27.  “The  Progress,”  August  16,  1899,  by  M.  B.  Royer  and 
J.  K.  Graybill. 

28.  “The  County  Advocate,”  May  4,  1899,  Geo.  V.  Keller. 

29.  “The  Record,”  October  12,  1889,  by  A.  G.  Stauffer. 

30.  “The  Jonestown  News,”  a monthly,  lived  a while  after 
1888,  the  year  of  its  birth,  and, 
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31.  “The  Alliance  Adz'ocate,”  came  to  life,  November  28, 
1895,  as  the  child  of  G.  Wayne  Stucky,  it  died  with  its  founder 
and  editor,  September  10,  1897. 

32.  “The  Fredericksburg  Herald ” lived  a part  of  1894  under 
the  guiding  hand  of  Geo.  H.  Ettele. 

33.  “The  Schaefferstown  Weekly  Exchange,’’  came  out  on 
March  7,  1896,  by  the  Exchange  Publishing  Co.,  but  soon  gave 
up  the  ghost. 

34.  The  following  Annville  papers  have  been  issued: 

a — “The  Students  Monthly,’’  founded  in  1863  by  W.  J.  Burn- 
side. 

b — “The  Annville  Gazette ,”  in  1879  by  G.  C.  Fleming,  soon 
sold  to  a Harrisburg  House. 

c — “The  Annville  Journal,”  in  1887  by  Meredith  and  Kreider, 
succeeded  in  1888  by  J.  H.  Kreider,  present  proprietor.
